THE COAL BOARD'S JOB. 


President Harding has completed and announced 
appointment of the seven members of the coal fact 
finding commission authorized by congress as a 
result of the costly coal strikes of last summer. At 
last we take a definite step forward toward solution 
of one of the greatest economic“eyils Gonfronting 
the country. The recurring handicap of coal 
strikes, uncertain supplies, high prices, etc., costs 
this country incalculable sums. There is no yeason 
for these troubles except inefficiency.

A START ON THE SUBWAY. 
Chicago's greatest single need, probably, is im- 


proved modern transportation. A comprehensive 


suggestion for filling that need is made through 
one hundred civic organizations united as the All 
Chicago council. Part of the program provides for 
the construction of a subway, the most advanced 
and efficient of municipal rapid transit facilities. 
But because some selfish interests desire to use 
transportation indefinitely as a political issue they 
attack this initial plan of subway building on the 
ground that it is “ dinky.” 

If such obstructionist policies are well founded 
why not apply them to street paving or road build- 
ing? Why not say that we will not build fifty or 
one hundred miles of hard roads in Illinois next 
year because we cannot build hard roads connect- 


ing every farm, village, and town in the state? 
a single city 


Why not say that we will not pave 
block because we eannot pave them all? Such 
declarations would be as lcgical as the opposition to 
a start on subway construction because the plan 


outlined is “ dinky.” 

A subway is nothing more nor less than an un- 
derground street designed for the exclusive use of 
intra-city passenger trains. There is nothing more 
obviously true than that to be completed it must be 
begun. The difference between hard road building 
and subway building is merely a difference of 
cost. The roads cost, let us say, $30,000 a mile. 
The subway may be estimated roughly to cost 
$3,500,000 a mile in the loop and $2,000,000 a mile 
outside, where property damage would be less, 
Just as we are building up a comprehensive sys- 
tem of hard roads throughout the state we can 
build a comprehensive system of subways through- 
out the city. | 

We can do it in the same way, and that is the 
Only practical way. We can, as the All Chicago 
plah does, lay out a certain section of the subway 
for construction and build as much as we have 
money to pay for. When that comes into operation 
and we have accumulated more funds we can build 
another section of subway, just as two and three 
and more,years from now we shall be adding to 
our hard /road system. 

Thus eventually we will have a comprehensive 
subway. We can get it in no other way. A 
“dinky” subway is a start toward a comprehen- 
sive rapid transit subway. Those who oppose it 
oppose building the one thing which would do more 
for the growth of Chicago than any other one 
thing possible. 


CO-OPERATION FOR THE 
FARMERS. 


Mr. Eugene Meyer Jr., head of the War Finance 
corporation which was revived to help ‘agriculture 
and stock raising through the evil days of deflation, 
says that through coiiperative marketing associa- 
tions we may expect a great improvement in our 
whole system of distributing farm commodities. 

“Cotperative marketing associations,” he told 
the bankers’ convention, “ have a definite place in 
our economic structure. If they are soundly organ- | 
ized and competently managed they are bound to 
be helpful, not only to the agricultural interests 
themselves but to the business of the country at 
large.” 

The finance corporation has authorized loans to 
these associations aggregating $110,000,000, to 
assist in financing the orderly marketing of this 
year’s crops, but the banks of the agricultural dis- 
tricts will probably be able to take care of most of 
what financing is needed. y 

We think the growth of codperation among farm- 
ers i@ one of the most important developments of 
our economic progress. The disadvantages under 
which farmer and stockraiser suffered through lack 
of credit resources which would save them from un- 
timely and precipitate marketing have been an in- 
justice to our most important producing class, and 
eodperation wheh carried on upon sound business 
principles, by permitting producers to carry ery 
between seasons, will stabilize markets and at the | 
same time assure to the producer a fairer share of | 
profits. As Mr. Meyer says, “ when an agricultural! | 
product has been produced, either the consumer 
must buy it and carry it until it is actually needed, 
or the dealer who supplies the consumer must do so, 
or the jobber must stand between the producer and 
the manufacturer who ultimately takes it for dis- 
tribution to the consumer, or, going back atill 
farther, the producer himself must find ways and 
means of carrying his product and marketing it 
gradua)ly.” é 

-The last named seems to us the best method, 
economically and socially, and deserves to be devel- 
oped as fully as possible. American agriculture has ' 
been passing through an ordeal during the last few 
years and must carry a heavy loss for some time. 

But it bas had opportunity to learn some valuable 
lessons and we trust will take advantage of thei. 
If farmers have had impressed upon them the need 
for @ better marketing system and are developing 
practical coiperative methods, the heavy losses of

CHARGE OF FIRE 
PROMOTIONS FOR 
MONEY UP AGAIN 


Albert Will Include It in 
Plea to Crowe. 


—~

The question of paying cash for 
supposed “influence in getting on the 
fire department promotiona] lists is 
one that has agitated the department 
and the civil service commission for 
many years It is not dead yet. It 
bobbed up in the recent civil service 
commission trial of five assistant mar- 
shals. It forms part of the complaint 
which Ald. Arthur F, Albert and John 
©. McDonnell, deposed second asezist- 
ant marshal, will take up with the 
states attorneys office today in seeking 
@ grand jury investigation of the en- 
tire fire department situation. 

This question was taken up last F'eb- 
ruary by a special grand jury of which 
Charles E. Variey was foreman. 


Find No Evidence of Money. 


“We received several anonymous 
communications charging favoritism 
and securing of promotions by the pay- 
ment of money in certain branches of 
the classified service, particularly in 
the fire and poliee departments, the 
grand jury report said, “ but we found 
no evidence to prove that money had 
ectually influenced any of the promo- 
tions. 

“Evidence was presented to the 
jury by a civil service employé that 
he paid a sum of money to one or more 
politicians with the idea and assurance 
that he would pass a pending examina- 
tion. Further evidence developed that 
he did not pass the promotional exami- 
nation in question and failed in his 
efforts to obtain a refund of his money. 
The jury believes that those seeking 
promotion should entirely disregard 
“any suggestion that promotion can be 
secured in this manner.”’ 


Marshals’ Protest Recalled. 


“It was rumor and ‘gossip’ of 
this nature that led the five assistant 
fire marshals who were tried recently 
for insubordination to pass a resolu- 
tion which stated: 

“The honesty and fairness of re 
cent promotional examinations in the 
fire department have been under sus 
picion. 

““The horrible impression now seems 
to prevail, both within the department 
and outside of it, because of the man- 
ner of questioning, its experience and 
efficiency credits, that the civil service 
examinations are jokes and that merit 


McDonnell wrote this document. It 
was signed also ‘by Arthur R. Seyfer- 
lich, Jeremiah McAuliffe, John F. 
Smith, and James J. Costin, third, 
fourth, fifth, and sixth assistants, re- 
spectively. McDonnell and McAuliffe 
stuck by it and were fired. The other 
three said they had not realized it was 
such a drastic criticism and had not 
intended it to go beyond the fire mar- 
shal and were excused. Seyferlich is 
to be the next chief marshal. 


McDonnell Cites a Case. 


When asked for facts to back up 
these statements, all fell back upon 
“ goseip,’’ except McDonnell, who cited 
the case of Lieut. William Schaefer 
of hook and ladder No. 2. Schaefer 
was called up by John F. Cullerton, 
business manager of the fire depart- 
ment, according to McDonnell’s testi- 
mony. Schaefer said to Cullerton: “I 
think I stood a pretty good examina- 
tion. My friends told me I would be 
taken care of.” And Cullerton replied, 
according to the record of these hear- 
ings: “ You friends be ——. They did 
not do anything for you. The up- 
stairs (meaning the civil service com- 
mission) want the dough.” 

There was no further investigation of 
this at the hearing. It was an old 
story to Charles E. Frazier, president 
of the commission. He had heard it 
from Schaefer and had called in Mr. 
Cullerton months before. Mr. Culler- 
ton had denied it. There it stood.

takes about ten days to cure potatoes 
properly, keeping them at a tem pere- 
ture around 75 degrees Fahrenheit, be- 
fore storing. ;

Alligator Pear Salad. 


If the correspondent who signed “ C. 
Me.” had sent a stamped and ad- 
dressed envelope, I might have sent 
her a list of alligator pear recipes sent 
me by one of the gr@éwers of wonder- 
ful pears. There are no’end of ways 
of preparing or combining these for 
salads. 

I would almost advise one to begin 
in the simplest way by cutting the 
pear in two, removing the seed and 
rind, then cutting the soft pulp in 
strips and using a plain salad dressing 
on it. Any one who can mix a creamy 
French dressing in a garlic rubbed 
bowl, using one tablespoon”of vinegar 
of the best sort to three tablespoons of 
Oil, with a little salt and paprika, can 
dress alligator pear to taste. Try that. 
Then try adding a little onion juice to 
the salad, or leave that out and add 
one ,chopped tomato to about half a 
large pear and serve French dressing 
over all. 

Because alligator pear is so soft and 
almost salvey, I like it best, I believe, 
with crisp cucumber finely chopped, 
and quickly used, of course, with 
French dressing.
